REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1-45 are pending in the application. 
The Examiner additionally stated that claims 1-16 and 22-45 are rejected. By this 
amendment, claims 17 and 37 have been cancelled, claims 1, 9-12, 14, 16, 18, 23, 29-33, 
35-36, 38, 40, 42 and 44-45 have been amended, and new claims 46-51 have been added. 
Hence, claims 1-16, 18-36 and 38-51 are pending in the application. 

Applicant hereby requests further examination and reconsideration of the application, in 
view of the foregoing amendments. 

In the Claims 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner objected to claims 17-21 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but indicated that these claims would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's consideration and indications of allowability of 
these claims. By this amendment, the allowable limitation of claim 17 has been 
incorporated into the language of claim 1. Claim 17 has been cancelled and those claims 
depending from claim 17 have been amended to now depend from claim 17. 

Additionally, Applicant has amended apparatus claim 23 to incorporate limitations 
similar to those of allowed claim 17. Thus, Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 23 is 
allowable for reasons similar to those stated by the Examiner in the instant Office Action. 
New claims 46-48 depend from amended claim 23 and recite further limitations. 

Additionally, Applicant has amended method claim 33 to incorporate limitations similar 
to those of allowed claim 17. Thus, Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 33 is 
allowable for reasons similar to those stated by the Examiner in the instant Office Action. 
New claims 49-51 depend from amended claim 33 and recite further limitations.

Additionally, Applicant has amended apparatus claim 44 to incorporate limitations 
similar to those of allowed claim 17. Thus, Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 44 is 
allowable for reasons similar to those stated by the Examiner in the instant Office Action. 

Additionally, Applicant has amended computer program product claim 45 to incorporate 
limitations similar to those of allowed claim 17. Thus, Applicant respectfully asserts that 
claim 45 is allowable for reasons similar to those stated by the Examiner in the instant 
Office Action. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-16 and 22-45 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hoyt et al., US Patent No. 5,604,877 (hereinafter, Hoyi). Applicant 
respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's rejection of claims 1-16 and 22-45. Although 
Applicant has amended claims 1, 9-12, 14, 16, 18, 23, 29-33, 35-36, 38, 40, 42 and 44-45 
and canceled claims 17 and 37 for the purpose of expediting the patent application 
process in a manner consistent with the PTO's Patent business Goals (PBG), 65 Fed. 
Reg. 54603 (September 8, 2000), Applicant respectfully traverses the Examiner's 
rejections of claims 1-16 and 22-45. Furthermore, Applicant reserves the right and 
hereby provides notice of intent to file a continuation application during the copendency 
of this application, or other applications disclosing the subject matter, to present 
arguments of patentability over the Examiner's stated grounds of rejection. 
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CONCLUSIONS 

In view of the arguments advance above, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-16, 
18-36 and 38-51 are in condition for allowance. Reconsideration of the rejections is 
requested, and allowance of the claims is solicited.
